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Rules of the Club: 


The Board has requested that for the edification of all members that the Rules 
be re-published: 


(1) Membership cards must be shown at the door at all times. 

(2) Non-members must be signed in by a member in good standing. 

(3) Non-members must furnish adequate I.D. If under the age of 21, they 
must be in possession of an Alberta Liquor Control Board Card. 

(4) "Straights" must never be brought into the Club as guests.

(6) Members (non-members) are not to bring liquor into the Club.

(7) No smoking on the dance floor. 

(8) Notice of change of address is the responsibility of the member. 

(9) There will be a charge of one dollar for duplicate membership cards.

Loaning Out Membership Cards: 


It has come to the attention of the Board that apparently a couple of members 
are loaning their membership cards out to their friends who are non-members, 

If this is the case - these members should note that they are endangering their 
own club privileges. 


Automatic Suspension of Member: 


The Board, at its last meeting, ruled that any member who brings in a "straight" 
person regardless of circumstances will be subject to not less than a 30 
day suspension. 


Increase in Price of Admission Tickets: 


The Board in continuing improvements to: the Club premises, sound, floor and 
dance area, removal of smoke and heat, bringing staff salaries up to minimum 
standards, and looking at the possibility of introducing air conditioning 
into the Club has found it necessary to give consideration to increasing the 
price of admissions. 


It is not the Board's intention to create a hardship on any member's pocket 
book especially during Klondike and therefore will introduce a two-step price 
increase in admission prices. 


(a) Effective Immodiately '” the front door admission price will increase 
from a $1.00 to $1.25 for members and from $2.50 to $2.75 for non-members; 
and, 


(b) Effective October 1, 1972, the admission price will increase from $1.25 
to a $1.50 for members and from $2.75 to $3.00 for non-members.

For instance, the guy standing against the wall - he should be brought into the 
fold; - or the guy standing against the wall wanting to meet someone - heres 
where a host (or hostess) could offer a real assist - help the guy out by being 
the intermediary and break the ice. What about the gal or two in the City from 
out-of-town - how does she go about getting into a group that are having a ball? 
In other words - people need an "in" with someone to help get them rolling. 


I realize the examples given are poor but at 2:00 in the morning who spends too 
much time thinking of examples; I am, hopefully, trying to convey an idea 
across to members. 


Of course this will in turn require some forbearance on the part of members 
particularly the members’ table that may be invaded by "stranger(s)" but we 
would sincerely hope that all members will give their fullest cooperation in 
this endeavour and welcome one and all. This idea should also afford an excel- 
lent opportunity for Club regulars to get out and circulate around a bit. 
Please note, that when acting in this capacity, - you are not cruising! 


Gerry, the Manager, will be more than happy to take your names and phone 
numbers and schedule you for evenings that you would like to work out on the 
tea, coffee or me routine. Gerry is always available at the Club,
